At "few" I 
laughed. 

He also volunteered tliat having anvtliing to do with ttoo West was a mistake. 

I did not prolong the conversation and I made no effort to pump him. There was 
something on the Macifeil-Lehrer report I did not ./ant to miss. ll o called at about 7:30 
and I did miss it. 

I suppose it is appropriate thut Howard, who brags about not having read any book 
on the JFK assassination, p id Harrs, who knows nothing at all about the established fact, 
to xi± write a book about the theories, without regard to reality or established fact. 

It also seems appropriate tlint these would be among' atone' a experts, those he refers 
to as recognised scholars. 

I wonder now wliat impelled Howard to wait -So long in trying to get a copy of the 
script. The raovie is being edited and is due for release In two months. It is seven 
months since Stone started shooting the movie in Dallas, longer 3inco he hired Howard 
at al for GOO, 000. That is what got Ricky White to Stone et al.
